Office Action Summary 
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Detailed Action 

The amendment filed on 3-6-3006 has been entered. 
Claims Rejection - 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1,4, 8, 10 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by (U.S. Patent No. 2,792,163). 

The blade holding tool of Kidwell shows all the claimed structure. The statement 
of intended use (i.e. for facilitating holding a rotary blade during manipulation of the 
rotary blade) adds no structure to and is of no patentable import in the claimed blade 
holding device. 

Claims Rejection - 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 2, 3, 5, 11, 12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Kidwell (U.S. Patent No. 2,792,163). 

Kidwell's blade holding tool shows all the claimed structure except for the 
dimensions for both the opening and the elongate sheath. 

However, the claimed dimensions are not patentably distinct over Kidwell, since 
the size of the blade holding tool (its blade receiving opening, its length and width) 
depends more upon the size of the blade that is to be held in the blade holding tool than 
on any inventive concept. 

Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6, 9 and 15-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim; but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Prior Art Citations 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hurd, Kuemmerling, Poluhowich, Linder and Mai are cited as art 
of interest. 
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Remark
